How was the 7808 not liking the load? I just ran into 
an instance, here at work, where a 7805 did not like 
the circuit--it was output 10.5V. Upon inspection, I 
finally found the problem. 


In one circuit, I had diode protected some lines to an 
ADC, by diodes to the ground (so the line couldn't go 
more than 1/2 volt negative), and a diode to the 5V 
rail (so the line couldn't go over 5.5V). Well, the 
7805 is simply a pass transistor device; it cannot 
sink current. So, when the line went above 5V, the 
diode turned on, as it was supposed to; but it simply 
raised the 5V rail in response. 


Maybe the same thing was going on here? The 7808 
needed to sink current? Or was the current too much, 
or the power dissapation too great? 


I don't get how the motor does what it does, unless 
the motor has a seperate 13.6V line (to power it),and 
the line that you are controlling is the control 
line--ie, the control line is biased at 9V, force it 
to 10V (sinking current into it) and the motor goes 
up; pull it down to 8V (pulling current out of it) and 
the motor goes down. Strange control interface, but 
it is technically one wire control...
